Ford chose 
to emphasize accomplishments of his 
30-month presidency. 
Ford entered the House chamber 
where he served for 25 years and was 
greeted by prolonged applause. House 
Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill, D-Mass., 
introduced Ford as “ an old friend the 
President of the United States.”

mediate comment on the Ford ad­ 
dress. 
“ It was a nice eulogy by a nice 
m an,” said Rep. Jack Brooks, D-Tex. 
“ It was a good, fair administration by 
a man who did his level best to im­ 
prove the country, with some success 
and some failure.”

A stu dy 
last y ear by the General Accou nting 
Office of Cong ress qu estioned the 
wisdom of leav ing saccharine in cir­ 
cu lation while its safety is still beu ig 
tested. 
Red Dy e No. 2 was banned last y ear, 
15 y ears after its safety was first 
qu estioned. The FDA had repeatedly 
postponed its decision on the food 
coloring at the behest of the food in­ 
du stry to allow more tests. 
Aspartam e is another artificial 
sweetener. The FDA has approv ed it 
for u se, thou g h later the ag ency 
rev oked its approv al after discov ering 
discrepancies in test data su bmitted 
by the manu factu rer indicating the 
su bstance mig ht not be safe for hu man 
consu mption. 
Nelson said in a statement released 
before the hearing s, “Many chemicals 
long u sed in the food su pply are being 
shown to be harmfu l u nder new 
scientific scru tiny . 
‘‘Many were nev er adequ ately 
pretested prior to widespread u se. 
“ And the nu mber of new chemicals 
or new u ses for food chemicals con­ 
tinu es to proliferate withou t a fu ll 
assessment of the chemicals’ real 
nu tritional v alu e or potential health 
hazard." 
The chemicals are allowing con­ 
su mers to obtain a wider v ariety of 
packag ed and processed food produ cts 
with a long shelf-life.

The commission said that such a 
revision of U.S. law, known as in­ 
dexing, would work to wipe out any 
unintended tax increase caused by 
heavier than normal inflation. 
The report said the country since 
1972 has been experiencing an average 
annual inflation rate of 9.6 per cent, “a 
clear departure from the historically 
mild 2-3 per cent for the U.S. since 
1950." The rate for 1976 was around 6 
per cent. 
The report gave this example of how 
inflation distorts income taxes. A 
married couple with two children, 
who file jointly, have an income of $10,- 
000 and take the standard deduction, 
had a 1975 federal tax bill of $709. 
Assuming an annual 7 per cent in­ 
flation rate and that the couple’s in­ 
come grew to keep pace, the couple’s 
1978 income will go up 22.5 per cent to 
$12,250, but their tax will go up 58.7 per 
cent to $1,125.

FPC Eyes Emergency Gas Sale 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Federal 
Power 
Commission 
is 
deciding 
whether to allow emergency natural 
gas sales to two pipelines that are 
short of gas and that have cut back 
service to customers in a number of 
states. 
The action by the commission is 
being watched closely because the way 
could be cleared for gas-starved 
pipelines to buy fuel from sources not 
subject to federal price regulations. 
Such fuel would cost more but it 


would allow the pipelines to get 
through the winter, which has brought 
record-low temperatures to much of 
the United States. 


In the case being heard today by the 
FPC, the Houston Pipeline Co., of 
Houston, Tex., wants to sell the gas. 
Houston Pipeline is a firm that does 
not transport natural gas across state 
borders and so is not subject to 
federally regulated gas prices.

Rating Declines 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. St IB is popular 
in his home state, but not as popular as 
when he got elected, the California Poll 
reports. 
"Brown’s current job rating, while 
still generally favorable, is the poorest 
he has received since taking office as 
measured by the California Poll,’’ 
pollster Mervin Field said Tuesday. 
Die poll said that of 1,033 persons 
surveyed in November, 37 per cent 
said Brown is doing a "good job” as 
governor. Brown’s August rating in the 
poll was 46 per cent. His highest rating 
came last March, when more than half 
the persons questioned said they 
thought he was doing a good job. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Two days 
of testimony on proposed federal 
regulations on sulfur dioxide emissions 
for the state showed an overwhelming 
sentiment among witnesses against 
the rules which some say will severely 
hurt the state’s coal mining industry. 
The state’s two top energy officials, 
a majority of both houses of the 
legislature, coal miners, businessmen 
and union officials all sent their 
representatives to lectern in Veteran’s 
Memorial here to offer opposition to 
the federal regulations which many 
feel leave coal burners and utilities 
with two alternatives. To stop burning 
high sulfer Ohio coal or to install ex­ 
pensive flue gas scrubbers. 
“Maybe you can stop them from 
burning Ohio coal, but there are 15,000 
angry miners out there that say you 
can’t bum western coal either," a 
young miner told the hearing board. 
Robert Ryan, director of the state 
Energy and Resource Development 
Agency, was joined by C. Luther Heck­ 
man, 
Public Utilities Commission 
chairman, in opposing the adoption of 
the federal standards. 
Ryan 
predicted 
the 
federal 
regulations would cost 7,000 Ohio 
miners their jobs. Heckman said the 
rules would boost electricity bills for 
Ohioans, many already strapped to 
pay 
Four state senators and four 
representatives from coal producing 
and burning districts joined in cir­ 
culating 
petitions 
asking 
state 
Environm ental Protection Agency 
Director Ned Williams to adopt less 
stringent standards for emissions. 
The 
petitions 
contained 
the 
signatures of 85 of 99 House members 
and 22 of 33 senators. 
Every witness in favor of cutting 
back sulfur dioxide emissions blasted 
the national standards as either too full 
of errors in computation or less 
stringent than necessary. 
"We are on record as opposing the 
U.S. EPA regulations,” Braxton 
Tew art, Ohio 
Lung 
Association 
program director, said, claiming the 
plan is not stringent enough. 
On the last day of the hearings, a 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube Co. official 
said it would cost $76 million to meet 
proposed sulfur dioxide emissions 
standards and the expense couldn’t 
come at a worse time. 
D .J. 
Libert, 
Youngstown vice 
president and general counsel, said his 
firm in the last quarter showed a net 
loss before taxes. 
"When we received the federal 
regulations in August 1976 I can’t say 
we were surprised. We were shocked 
and in utter disbelief," he said. 
The firm had planned to spend about 
$5 million to meet standards handed 
down in 1973, Libert said, but the latest 
proposal increases that figure 15 fold 


and will affect each separate operation 
in the steel producing process. 
Once the the testimony and exhibits 
are reviewed, the state EPA can do 
one of three things. It can adopt the 
federal plan or adopt it with slight 
modifications. It can make major 
revisions and hold more public 
hearings. Or it can simply do nothing 
and allow the federal agency to en­ 
force its rules as proposed. 
Chemical 
Additives 
Under Study 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A Senate 
committee is looking into whether the 
government is insuring the safety of 
chemical food additives before they 
are served to consumers. 
The Senate Small Business Com­ 
mittee, chaired by Sen. Gaylord 
Nelson, D-Wis., opens two days of 
hearings today that will focus on the 
regulation by the Food and Drug 
Administration of three food additives, 
saccharine, Red Dye No. 2 and 
Aspartame. 
Saccharine is an artificial sweetener 
allowed by the FDA, although studies 
since 1970 have raised questions about 
whether it could cause cancer. A study 
last year by the General Accounting 
Office of Congress questioned the 
wisdom of leaving saccharine in cir­ 
culation while its safety is still being 
tested. 
Red Dye No. 2 was banned last year, 
15 years after its safety was first 
questioned. The FDA had repeatedly 
postponed its decision on the food 
coloring at the behest of the food in­ 
dustry to allow more tests. 
A spartam e is another artificial 
sweetener. The FDA has approved it 
for use, though later the agency 
revoked its approval after discovering 
discrepancies in test data submitted 
by the manufacturer indicating the 
substance might not be safe for human 
consumption. 
Nelson said in a statement released 
before the hearings, "Many chemicals 
long used in the food supply are being 
shown to be harmful under new 
scientific scrutiny. 
"M any were never adequately 
pretested prior to widespread use. 
"And the number of new chemicals 
or new uses for food chemicals con­ 
tinues to proliferate without a full 
assessment of the chemicals’ real 
nutritional value or potential health 
hazard." 
The chemicals are allowing con­ 
sumers to obtain a wider variety of 
packaged and processed food products 
with a long shelf-life. 


interstate pipelines ordinarily subject 
to FPC regulation and price ceilings: 
Transcontinental Gas Pipe Line Corp. 
and United Gas Pipe line Co. 
Those two pipelines have suffered 
increasing shortages of gas supplies 
since 1970, forcing them to curtail 
deliveries to their customers in a 
number of states. 
The latest FPC report, covering July 
through Septem ber, showed the 
Transcontinental company was short 
some 115.3 billion cubic feet of gas. Its 
shortages hit most heavily in North 
Carolina, New York, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania. 
United Gas was short some 198.3 
billion cubic feet, forcing large cur­ 
tailments in louisiana — ironically, 
one of the nation’s major 
gas- 
producing states — and Mississippi. 
Through November and December, 
the two pipelines had been able to buy 
gas, at prices unregulated by the 
federal government, from Houston 
Pipeline under PFC rules allowing 
such emergency purchases for 60 days. 
Houston Pipeline has asked the FPC 
to allow continuation of such sales — 
up to 85 million cubic feet a day to 
Transcontinental and up to 150 million 
per day to United — for another 60 
days starting Jan. 6. 
But it is not clear how much 
authority the FPC has to penult that. 
When the commission tried in 1975 to 
;authoriz^ Mjeh emergency sales for as 
long as 180 days, the attempt was over­ 
turned by the federal courts which 
considered it an indirect way of 
abandoning the price regulations 
required by law. 
On Jan. 5, just one day before the 
new Houston Gas deliveries were to 
begin, the FPC authorized the new 
sales but scheduled public hearings on 
the complicated issue. 
It promised Houston Gas that while 
the FPC makes up its mind about the 
deal, Houston Gas will not risk 
becoming an FPC-regulated company 
just because it is selling more gas to 
Transcontinental and United. 
That decision kept the gas flowing to 
those two pipelines temporarily.

may do it. But then it may be too late. 
Already , accordin g to a report in the 
Wall Street Journ al, green coffee co S U 
have more than tripled in the last 18 
mon ths, an d we haven ’t really begun 
to see these prices reflected in the 
roasted coffee prices on the market 
.shelves. Bean s from Colombia, for 
example, recen tly sold up to $2.27 a 
poun d, compared with 71 cen ts in mid- 
1975. So we are curren tly buy in g 
can n ed coffee, on special, at the 
market price of the raw bean s. 
Brazilian bean s, likewise, are n ow 
sellin g to roasters at $2.50 a poun d, up 
from 69 cen ts 18 mon ths ago. 
Why the rise? Adverse weather in 
the coffee-growin g belts: too much 
cold here, too much rain there.

In a similar study made in the 1950s, 
90 per cen t of the busin ess bosses slept 
well. 
This in dicated that the n umber of 
people who have trouble gettin g a good 
n ight’s sleep (or the perception of a 
good n ight’s sleep - seven to n in e 
hours) has risen from 10 to 40 per cen t 
over a period of 20 y ears. 
'The most in somn iacal of execiiives 
were those over 56 y ears of age - in 
other words, those mature en ough to 
be worried - an d those in volved in 
marketin g an d production .

If we don ’t get that 
much, we’re in clin ed to thin k we’ve 
had a ‘bad n ight.’ 
“ Man y people fun ction beautifully 
on three hours a n ight. Others n eed 14 
hours. 'The wide ran ge can be observed 
by watchin g in fan ts. 
"Some babies will sleep as few as 10 
hours out of the day , while others will 
sleep as man y as 23 out of 24. Those 
differen ces amon g n ewborn s n ever 
completely disappear. They remain , to 
a degree, an aspect of an in dividual’s 
sleep-sty le throughout life. The in fan t 
who sleeps little probably will grow 
in to an adult who requires less sleep 
than his n eighbor. With so much to be 
act'omplished in this world, he is ex­ 
tremely lucky .” 
Mrs. Luce’s advice: if possible, 
check y our m other about y our 
baby hood sleep habits before say in g 
y ou didn ’t get en ough sleep last n ight.

There was light applause from the 
checkout clerk, who had spent a hectic 
day toting up hundreds of cans of 
Martinson’s coffee, the coupon special 
at $1.89 a pound. “As long as people 
can pick up coffee at under $2 a pound 
on special, the boycott isn’t going to 
work," she observed wisely. “Women 
are hoarding it. They aren’t buying 
any more tea than usual." 
Even Elinor Guggenheimer, the 
consumer affairs commissioner of 
New York City who began the boycott 
movement, concedes that it’s a tough 
go, trying to lower prices through

Americans are a peculiarly perverse 
people. After cigarette packages were 
labeled "dangerous to your health," 
people began smoking more cigarettes 
than ever.

Is this a sign that times are more 
pressured and tense now than they 
were in the 1950s? Or that men do not 
need as much sleep as they think they 
do? 
Mrs. Gay Gaer Luce, an expert on 
sleep rhythms, would vote for the 
second conclusion. “ Everyone on 
earth," she told us, “has a different 
sleep quota - but society has somehow 
given us the impression that we all 
need seven to nine hours’ sleep to 
function well. If we don’t get that 
much, we’re inclined to think we’ve 
had a bad night.’ 
“Many people function beautifully 
on three hours a night. Others need 14 
hours. The wide range can be observed 
by watching infants. 
“Some babies will sleep as few as IO 
hours out of the day, while others will 
sleep as many as 23 out of 24. Those 
differences among newborns never 
completely disappear. They remain, to 
a degree, an aspect of an individual’s 
sleep-style throughout life. The infant 
who sleeps little probably will grow 
into an adult who requires less sleep 
than his neighbor. With so much to be 
accomplished in this world, he is ex­ 
tremely lucky.” 
Mrs. Luce’s advice: 
if possible, 
check 
your mother about 
your 
babyhood sleep habits before saying 
you didn’t get enough sleep last night.

GOP Finds 
Ample Cash 
In Treasury

The 
Republican party has a healthy bank 
balance and a $1 million trust fund to 
pay any leftover bills of a campaign in 
which President Ford’s organization 
appears to have shortchanged itself, 
A party official said $1.8 million 
raised by the Republican National 
Committee and earmarked for the 
Ford campaign went unspent because 
nobody asked for it. 
"If we'd known they weren’t going to 
use. it, we could have spent it on 
congressional campaigns," the official 
said. 
In addition, the Ford campaign 
apparently spent substantially less 
than the law allowed in public funds. 
The final accounting is not yet 
complete, and there may still be 
campaign bills to be paid. Final 
reports on the expenditures of both 
President Ford and President-elect 
Carter are due by Jan. 31. 
The reports of unspent Republican 
campaign funds came Tuesday amid 
maneuvering over selection of a new 
GOP national chairman on Friday. 
Ford had endorsed James A. Baker 
III, his former campaign manager, to 
take over the party chairmanship, but 
Baker withdrew on Monday, saying it 
was clear his candidacy would not 
contribute to Republican unity. 
It was evident that rival Republicans 
were prepared to challenge Baker’s 
management of the Ford campaign 
because of the money that went un­ 
spent in the close contest with Carter. 
But William Greener, spokesman for 
the President Ford Committee during 
the campaign, said that was not a fac­ 
tor in Baker’s decision. Greener said 
no campaign task went undone for lack 
of funds. He said there was a tendency 
to hold down spending because of the 
rigorous limits imposed by the new 
campaign finance system. “ One thing 
was certain, we weren’t going to over­ 
spend,” he said.

The 
Republican party has a healthy bank 
balance and a $1 million trust fund to 
pay any leftover bills of a campaign in 
which President Ford’s organization 
appears to have shortchanged itself. 
A party official said $1.8 million 
raised by the Republican National 
Committee and earmarked for the 
Ford campaign went unspent because 
nobody asked for it. 
"If we'd known they weren’t going to 
use, it, we could have spent it on 
congressional campaigns," the official 
said. 
In addition, the Ford campaign 
apparently spent substantially less 
than the law allowed in public funds. 
The final accounting is not yet 
complete, and there may still be 
campaign bills to be paid. Final 
reports on the expenditures of both 
President Ford and President-elect 
Carter are due by Jan. 31. 
The reports of unspent Republican 
campaign funds came Tuesday amid 
maneuvering over selection of a new 
GOP national chairman on Friday. 
Ford had endorsed James A. Baker 
III, his former campaign manager, to 
take over the party chairmanship, but 
Baker withdrew on Monday, saying it 
was clear his candidacy would not 
contribute to Republican unity. 
It was evident that rival Republicans 
were prepared to challenge Baker’s 
management of the Ford campaign 
because of the money that went un­ 
spent in the close contest with Carter. 
But William Greener, spokesman for 
the President Ford Committee during 
the campaign, said that was not a fac­ 
tor in Baker’s decision. Greener said 
no campaign task went undone for lack 
of funds. He said there was a tendency 
to hold down spending because of the 
rigorous limits imposed by the new 
campaign finance system. "One thing 
was certain, we weren’t going to over­ 
spend,” he said.

Athletes ' Families 
Rip Daoud Freedom 


TE L AVIV, Israel (A P ) — Families 
of the 11 athletes killed at the Munich 
’Olympics meet today with Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allort to press their 
demand for the expulsion of French 
Ambassador Jean Herly in retaliation 
for the release of Palestinian leader 
Abu Daoud. 
Allon also scheduled a meeting with 
advisers to discuss what other protest 
his government might make over the 
French government’s refusal to hold 
the man accused of commanding the 
terrorist attack on the Israeli team at 
the 1972 Olympics. 


“ We will continue to insist that the 
ambassador be thrown out,” said liana 
Romano, widow of weightlifter Yosef 
Romano. 
“ Let him go back to France where 
he belongs, among the cowards and the 
traitors,” said Anka Spitzer, widow of 
fencer Andre Spitzer. 
Israeli outrage was heightened by 
the report from Paris that the French 
government had made a $1.2-billion 
deal to sell Egypt 200 Mirage fighter- 
bombers. It was generally asssumed 
that the deal was a big factor in the 
French decision to free Daoud before 
Israeli or West German demands for 
his extradition could reach Paris. 


Daoud told a news conference in 
Algiers the Palestinian 
movement 
would 
“ continue to 
improve” 
its 
relations 
with 
France 
“ to 
the 
maximum.” He said he had been 
arrested by French police officers 
working “ in the interests of Zionism.” 


Nearly 1,000 demonstrators crowded 
outside the French embassy in Tel 
Aviv Wednesday, vilifying French 
President Valery Giscard d'Estaing 
with obscenities and chants of “ Gis­ 
card terrorist.” Eggs and fruit were 
thrown at a man who appeared on a 
balcony of the building. 


Israel recalled its ambassador to 
France “ for consultations” as an 
expression of protest. Ambassador 
Herly was summoned to the Foreign 
Ministry in Jerusalem, and Deputy 
Director-General Ephraim Evron told 
him the French government had en­ 
couraged Arab terrorism, violated the 
French-Israeli extradition treaty and 
committed "'a hostile act 
against 
Israel 
The West German and the U.S. 


governments also expressed disap­ 
proval of Daoud’s release, but State 
Department spokesman Robert L. 
Funseth said his government did not 
expect it to have an adverse effect on 
U.S. relations with France.

STUTTGART, West Germany (AP) 
— Business is booming for Mercedes, 
glamorous star of

“ Germans come to us and say , 'My 
Mercedes has gone 72,000 miles and I 
want a new one,’ and we hav e to tell 
them, Kindly wait two y ears.’,“ say s 
J oachim Zahn, chief of Daimler-Benz, 
maker of the automobile. 
But the snob appeal of the Mercedes 
is strong enough that Germans are 
usually willing to wait. And Daimler- 
Benz cars and trucks brought in a 
record $9.58 billion in sales last y ear. 
“ We could nev er afford to offer 
Americans a two-y ear deliv ery ,” say s 
Zahn, “ so now our domestic market 
suffers by giv ing preference to ex ­ 
ports.” 
Germans who don’t want to wait can 
buy from DaimlerBenz employ es, who 


get first priority , ev en ov er the U.S. 
ex port market They also get a 21.5 per 
cent discount on the cars, the cheapest 
of which sells for the equiv alent in 
marks of $7,600 in West Germany . 
U.S. prices went up 10.2 per cent for 
1977 models and start at $11,346 for a 
four-cy linder diesel 240D sedan.

CINCINNATI (AP) — An eight state 
attack o n rismg lev els o f the to x ic 
chemical PCB in the Ohio Riv er was 
ex pected to be appro v ed to day . 
“ The thrust will be to reco mmend 
info rmatio n be co llected o n which the 
state agencies can

decisio ns," said Oral Hert, chairman 
o f the engineering co mmittee o f the 
Ohio Riv er Valley Sanitatio n Co m­ 
missio n (ORSANCO). 
¿“ The o ffers o f assistance has been 
really great," I« eo Weav er, ex ecutiv e 
directo r. 
ORSANCO is a co o perativ e agency 
established in 1948 by eight states to 
mo nito r and eliminate po llutio n o f the 
riv er and its tributaries. 
ORSANCO 
represents 
Illino is, 
Indiana, Kentucky , New Yo rk, Ohio , 
Pennsy lv ania, Virginia and West 
Virginia 
Hert said the indiv idual states hav e 
agreed to participate in further fish 
samplings. They will also furnish 
info rmatio n already gathered o n the 
so urces o f the chemical. Hert said 
sediment dredging will be undertaken 
to disco v er po ckets o f PCBs in the 
riv er. This, plus info rmatio n fro m 
federal agencies regarding health as­ 
pects, will be prepared in time fo r a 
further meeting m May . 
PCB is used in the manufacture o f 
electrical equipment, including in­ 
dustrial capacito rs. 
William Klein, o f the ORSANCO 
staff, repo rted that the September

o nly indicated that catfish were dev el­ 
o ping tumo rs but the fish were also 
declining in numbers and weight since 
1968 , despite the fact that the water Is 
cleaner. 


Psittaco sis, o r parro t fev er, is an 
infectio us disease transmitted to man 
by v ario us ty pes o f birds. Altho ugh it is 
tho ught to be transmitted chiefly by 
parro ts, it can also be spread by 
parakeets, pigeo ns and turkey s.

So far neither sav age winter, which 
lay s siege to this wilderness o n the 
Canadian bo rder with temperatures 
that plunge to 45 belo w, no r summer 
iso latio n, which requires him to trav el 
eight miles in his bo at to the nearest 
mail dro p, 
has defeated that in­ 
dependent o ld Viking. 
Visited 
recently , his 
v o ice was 
co arse and raspy . He hadn’t used it in 
sev eral mo nths, he ex plained. “ I talk 
to my self, but no t o ut lo ud." After a 
few phrases it was back in shape, 
lubricated and ready to discuss his 
so litary ex istence and why he cho se it. 
“ It sho uldn’t be hard to understand. 
I lo v e so litude, I io v e the wilderness, I 
lo v e the wildlife. The partridges are 
my pets; I hav e to be careful no t to 
step o n them. 
“ I do no t like cro wds. 1 do no t like the 
city , where ev en the sno w is dirty . 
What is there to miss? I like my o wn 
co mpany . 1 do n’t want to liv e if I can’t 
lake care o f my self. I hav e no fear o f 
death.” 
A man who se life perso nifies sim­ 
plicity , Ingv ald Stev ens insists that his 
name be reduced to a single sy llable: 
Stev e. Mo st o f his friends in Inter­ 
natio nal Falls — the nearest to wn, 5 0 
miles away , where he jo urney s two o r 
three times a y ear fo r supplies — kno w 
him o nly by that info rmal name. 
Stev e came to America fro m No r­ 
way in 1904 when he was 19 and 
searched o ut friends and relativ es in 
Minneso ta, the destinatio n o f many 
Scandanav ian immigrants. 
He went to scho o l, fanned, clerked 
in a general sto re, finally wo und up as 
manager o f a sho e sto re in Hibbing. 
After 14 y ears o f that, like many an­ 
o ther managerial so rt, he go t ulcers 


That’s when he mo v ed to his island, 
a spo t he had disco v ered o n fishing 
v acatio ns. It had been headquarters 
fo r a lo gging co mpany . Stev e co n­ 
v erted it into a fishing camp and 
catered, half-heartedly , to summer 
to urists. What he really wanted to do 
was liv e alo ne all y ear lo ng. 
So he did. No w his So cial Security 
check and his sav ings buy the staples 
he needs and he co unts himself rich. 
He say s he Ls nev er bo red, has plenty 
to keep him busy . 
He did no t quit the real wo rld when 
he mo v ed to his island, Stev e said. He 
disco v ered it.

PCB Fight 
In River 
Expected 


CINCINNATI (AP) — An eight state 
attack on rising levels of the toxic 
chemical PCB in the Ohio River was 
expected to be approved today. 
“The thrust will be to recommend 
information be collected on which the 
state agencies can 
make 
their 
decisions,” said Oral Hert, chairman 
of the engineering committee of the 
Ohio River Valley Sanitation Com­ 
mission (ORS ANGO). 
“Tile offers of assistance has been 
really great," Ijeo Weaver, executive 
director. 
ORSANCO is a cooperative agency 
established in 1948 by eight states to 
monitor and eliminate pollution of the 
river and its tributaries. 
ORSANCO 
represents 
Illinois, 
Indiana, Kentucky, New York, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Virginia and West 
Virginia. 
Hert said the individual states have 
agreed to participate in further fish 
samplings. They will also furnish 
information already gathered on the 
sources of the chemical. Hert said 
sediment dredging will be undertaken 
to discover pockets of PCBs in the 
river. This, plus information from 
federal agencies regarding health as­ 
pects, will be prepared in time for a 
further meeting in May. 
PCB is used in the manufacture of 
electrical equipment, including in­ 
dustrial capacitors. 
William Klein, of the ORSANCO 
staff, reported that the September 
study at ll dams along the river not 
only indicated that catfish were devel- 
opmg tumors but the fish were also 
declining in numbers and weight since 
1968, despite the fact that the water is 
cleaner. 


Psittacosis, or parrot fever, is an 
infectious disease transmitted to man 
by various types of birds. Although it is 
thought to be transmitted chiefly by 
parrots, it can also be spread by 
parakeets, pigeons and turkeys. 


He has found it living alone on his 
own island in one of the most remote 
and untamed reaches of America. It 
has been his home the past 45 years, 
almost half his life. He is 91. 
He lives in a cabin heated by poplar 
and birch felled and sawed by his own 
muscle. He grows his own vegetables 
and stores them in a root cellar he 
himself dug. He grinds his own wheat 
and bakes his own bread. He hauls his 
water from the crystal lake that 
surrounds him, in the winter chopping 
through thick ice. 
At night, by gaslight, he writes in his 
diary: 
“The weatherman is doing his level 
best to freeze me to death. Well, 
tomorrow at this time I shall know if he 
can outmaneuver this old Viking or 
not.” 
So far neither savage winter, which 
lays siege to this wilderness on the 
Canadian border with temperatures 
that plunge to 45 below, nor summer 
isolation, which requires him to travel 
eight miles in his boat to the nearest 
mail drop, has defeated that in­ 
dependent old Viking. 
Visited recently, his voice was 
coarse and raspy. He hadn't used it in 
several months, he explained. “I talk 
to myself, but not out loud.” After a 
few phrases it was back in shape, 
lubricated and ready to discuss his 
solitary existence and why he chose it. 
“It shouldn’t be hard to understand. 
I love solitude, I love the wilderness, I 
love the wildlife. The partridges are 
my pets; I have to be careful not to 
step on them. 
“I do not like crowds. I do not like the 
city, where even the snow is dirty. 
What is there to miss? I like my own 
company. I don’t want to live if I can’t 
take care of myself. I have no fear of 
death.” 
A man whose life personifies sim­ 
plicity, Ingvald Stevens insists that his 
name be reduced to a single syllable: 
Steve. Most of his friends in Inter­ 
national Falls — the nearest town, 50 
miles away, where he journeys two or 
three times a year for supplies — know 
him only by that informal name. 
Steve came to America from Nor­ 
way in 1904 when he was 19 and 
searched out friends and relatives in 
Minnesota, the destination of many 
Scandanavian muiiigrants. 
He went to school, fanned, clerked 
in a general store, finally wound up as 
manager of a shoe store in Hibbing. 
After 14 years of that, like many an­ 
other managerial sort, he got ulcers.

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N AACP Fights 
Choice O f Bell 


WASHINGTON (AP) - If blacks 
had known that Jiminy Carter’s 
election would place Atlanta lawyer 
Griffin Bell at the head of the Justice 
Department, they would not have 
backed the President-elect’s cam­ 
paign, according to an NAACP 
spokesman. 


Bell ended two days of testimony 
before the Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee on Wednesday after announcing 
that the new Carter administration 
will replace FBI Director Clarence M. 
Kelley. 


Then Clarence Mitchell, speaking 
for the NAACP, urged the committee 
to delay action on Carter’s nomination 
of Bell until a full hearing can be held 
after next week’s inauguration. 
Mitchell argued that Bell was a chief 
architect of former Georgia Gov. 
Ernest Vandiver’s efforts to resist 
courtordered school desegregation in 
the 1950s and he accused Democrats on 
the committee of asking “gentle” 
questions of Bell in an effort to make 
him look good. 
If Bell had been nominated by a 
Republican president, Mitchell said, 
the Democrats “would have given him 
the kind of going over that would have 
convinced the country he should not be 
confirmed.” 
A civil rights lobbyist for more than 
25 years, Mitchell was the first op­ 
position witness after Bell ended some 
ll hours of testimony. 
Bell admitted that as a legal adviser 
to Vandiver, who was elected in 1958, 
he had helped to fashion some school 
segregation bills.

W elfare Reform Revived Again 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — A former 
Rhodes Administration official has 
called for federal takeover of a single 
basic program of income assistance as 
the only long-range answer to the need 
for welfare reform. 
In a 23-page white paper entitled, 
“ Welfare Reform, the Towering 
Inferno,” former Welfare Director 
Denver L. White proposes con­ 
solidating all existing programs into a 
federally funded and operated benefit 
package, “ based solely on economic 
need.” 
“ Revamping the present system is 
not the answer, and soon stopgap 
measures will end in chaos—if they 
have not already done so,” White said. 
White, who retired from the welfare 
post in 1975 after a 
30-year in­ 
volvement with public assistance, said 
he had come full circle from a 
viewpoint that originally favored local 
control of relief programs. 
The shortage of jobs, "lure of the 
good life,” cost of providing services 
and other societal factors have out­ 
dated that line of thinking, he con­ 
ceded. White is currently a part-time 
consultant to the Department of Public 
Welfare. 
The present tri-level system has 
failed, he said, “ because while policies 
are essentially federalized, the im­ 
plementation is left to states and 
counties who no longer have the 
flexibility to modify federal require­ 
ments.” 
White traces many present problems 
to laws passed by Congress in the 1960s 
and federal court decisions during the 
same era. 
“ Thousands of regulations were 
generated specifying what was to bt' 
achieved, and setting fiscal sanctions 
if they were not,” he says of action by 
Congress. 
States, “ in complete agreements 
with the concepts,” simply lacked the

LO U ISVILLE, Ky. (AB) 
It took 
one towboat captain an hour to move 
his vessel a mile on the Ohio River 
Wednesday, hut that may he faster 
than his ship will move today. It may 
not move at all. 
There’s a good chance the Ohio 
River, one of the top five navagable 
waterways in the world, will freeze 
over for the first time in 30 years, 
according to the National Weather 
Service and the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers. 
“ It’s going to hinge on how long this 
arctic weather hangs in here,” Corps 
spokesman (Tiuck Schumann 
said 
Wednesday. “ If the barge traffic stops 
and if the weather stays like it is, the 
river probably will freeze...” 
The Ohio Valley is experiencing its 
worst winter in years, with heavy 
snowfalls and sub-freezing tem­ 
peratures causing ice to jam the Ohio, 
which links up with such major rivers 
as the Mississippi, Tennessee and 
Cumberland. 
'Die National Weather Service has 
predicted that temperatures will 
remain below freezing for the next two 
days. And that, said Schumann, may 
mean the river will freeze over. 
Schumann said ice has formed 
“ from bank to hank” over many areas 
of the Ohio. 
“ The ice is about three inches thick 
in most places,” he said. “ Right now, 
barges are able to get through, and as

As the barges break through, 
the ice forms together and gets thicker 
and thicker, and then you will se an 
increase in the freezing rate.” 
He said the ice gorges join one 
another to form “ structures similar to 
icebergs. 
“ Traffic is being delayed sig­ 
nificantly,” Schumann said. 
Coast Guard Cmdr. John Bailey in 
Paducah said several major locks 
which barges pass through “ are ex­ 
periencing difficulty with ice gorging 
up against the locks.” 
Normally, 20 to 30 towboats, each 
with an average of IO barges, pass 
through each lock daily. That flow has 
been slowed to about four at the dams 
and all traffic has been asked not to 
proceed past Paducah if the are up- 
Ixmnd on the Ohio, Bailey said. 
“ We’re having difficulties on the 
Mississippi too,” he said. “ Between 
Cairo, 111., and Cape Girardeau, Mo., 
we have eight tows either ice bound or 
aground that we know of.” 
About 80 per cent of the river is 
blanketed with ice at Cape Girardeau, 
said Nel Doernhoefer, another Corps 
spokesman. At St. Ixjuis, the river is 
about OO per cent covered.

Ohio's savings and loan associations 
have paid over $1 billion in interest and 
dividends in 1976 to over 4.5 million 
Ohioans, according to Philip Wayne 
Cramer, Executive Vice President of 
the Columbus-based Ohio league of 
Savings Associations. 
The statewide trade association 
represents 413 state and federally- 
chartered 
savings 
and 
loan 
associations throughout the state. 
A 14 per cent increase in savings 
accounts pushed the total savings of 
the Ohio depositors to $22.6 billion. 
This is an increase of $2.8 billion, in­ 
cluding interest credited over 1975. 
Aggregate assets in the state’s 
savings associations reflected similar 
growth showing an overall gain of $2,8 
billion. Total assets for 1976 reached 
$25.9 billion, a sharp 12 per cent in­ 
crease over 1975. 
Mortgage loans for the year also 
increased sharply. Mortgage loans 
held by Ohio savings and loans in­ 
creased to $21.5 billion, a 14.6 per cent 
increase over the same figure held in 
1975. 
Overall savings inflow growth of 1976 
surpassed the record year of 1975. The 
uncertainty of the stock market and 
the continued low interest yield 
provided by other money market in­ 
struments such as Treasury Hills ana 
other government securities, promp­ 
ted many Ohioans to seek the less 
volatile investments offered by 
savings and loans in the form of 
passbooks, savings accounts and 
certificates of deposit. 
Mortgage loan activity, despite the 
efforts of increased cost in new and 
existing homes, continued strong 
throughout the entire year. Many 
prospective home buyers who delayed 
or deferred their housing needs during 
the recent recession, have realized 
that home prices will continue to rise 
and that the only way to save is to 
purchase now at current levels. Good 
savings inflows have kept mortgage 
interest rates at reasonably stable 
levels with even a slight decrease in 
some areas of the state during the 
fourth quarter. 
It is expected that the housing 
demand will remain at a level similar 
to that of 1976. Housing starts continue 
to improve, but are not expected to 
reach the record highs of the early 
1970s. A number of factors could be 
responsible for this, including un­ 
certainty 
with the new 
Carter 
Administration, unemployment levels 
that are again creeping upward, and 
the residual effects of inflation. The 
likelihood of a Car ter tax cut and new 
federal housing programs could

Ohio’s savings and loan associations 
have paid over $1 billion in interest and 
dividends in 1976 to over 4.5 million 
Ohioans, according to Philip Wayne 
Cramer, Executive Vice President of 
the Columbus-based Ohio league of 
.Savings Associations. 
The statewide trade association 
represents 413 state and federally- 
chartered 
savings 
and 
loan 
associations throughout the state. 
A 14 per cent increase in savings 
accounts pushed the total savings of 
the Ohio depositors to $22.6 billion. 
This is an increase of $2 8 billion, in­ 
cluding interest credited over 1975. 
Aggregate assets in the 
state’s 
savings associations reflected similar 
growth showing an overall gain of $2.8 
billion. Total assets for 1976 reached 
$25.9 billion, a sharp 12 per cent in­ 
crease over 1975. 
Mortgage loan* for the year also 
increased sharply. Mortgage loans 
held by Ohio savings and loans in­ 
creased to $21.5 billion, a 14.6 per cent 
increase over the same figure held in 
1975. 
Overall savings inflow growth of 1976 
surpassed the record year of 1975. The 
uncertainty of the stock market and 
the continued low interest yield 
provided by other money market in­ 
struments such as T reasury Bills ana 
other government securities, promp­ 
ted many Ohioans to seek the less 
volatile 
investments offered 
by 
savings and loans in the form of 
passbooks, savings accounts and 
certificates of deposit. 
Mortgage loan activity, despite the 
effects of increased cost in new and 
existing homes, continued strong 
throughout the entire year. Many 
prospective home buyers who delayed 
or deferred their housing needs during 
the recent recession, have realized 
that home prices will continue to rise 
and that the only way to save is to 
purchase now at current levels. Good 
savings inflows have kept mortgage 
interest rates at reasonably stable 
levels with even a slight decrease in 
some areas of the state during the 
fourth quarter. 
It is expected that the housing 
demand will remain at a level similar 
to that of 1976. Housing starts continue 
to improve, but are not expected to 
reach the record highs of the early 
1970s. A number of factors could be 
responsible for this, including un­ 
certainty 
with 
the new 
Carter 
Administration, unemployment levels 
that are again creeping upward, and 
the residual effects of inflation. The 
likelihood of a Carter tax cut and new 
federal housing programs could 
provide some incentive for increasing 
housing demands. 
Mortgage demand foi 
1977 
will 
continue at the intensified levels of 
1976. Ohio’s savings and loans continue 
to provide more money for housing 
than all other financial institutions. 
From tho supply side Ohio savings 
and loans will continue to have mort­ 
gage money available at stable in­ 
terest rates However, varying market 
conditions make 
it 
impossible 
to 
predict precisely what the rates in the 
state will be. Continued strong savings 
deposits are expected to continue well 
into 1977 as alternative short-term 
investment vehicles offer yields that 
are expected to continue at the present 
depressed levels.
